28 House of Commons on Tuesday evening. Under the presidency 
Lord Ropert Cecit, Sir HERBERT SAMUBL addressed a meeting 
‘ some one hundred and fifty members of Parliament, and answered 
arious questions that were put to him. The proceedings were held 
vith the Press excluded. To suppose that an address of the kind to 
uch a number of Members of Parliament was going to be kept a secret 
vere ridiculous. Nor do we think that if Sir HeErneRT SAMUEL was to 
make any statement at all his observations should have been con- 
‘ined—and at least nominally they were supposed to be—to 
the audience they were. For one thing, the Palestine Question 
has been so widely debated, and is a question in which the public 
at large is so generally interested, that anything the Hian Com- 
“ISSIONER had to say the publicin general isentitled to know. For

another, such a meeting could not be kept entirely private, and so, 
instead of a regular and accurate report of the proceedings being 
given by the Préss, statements as to what took place are served up 
as-culled from all sorts of quarters purporting to give impressions 
of the meeting. We, ourselves, publish elsewhere, with all reserve, 
such a report.’ But we do not present it with any confi- 
dence as a record of what the High Commissioner said. Even so 
clear and forceful a speaker as Sir HERBERT SAMUEL is most likely 
to be misinterpreted in circumstances such as those in which he 
very unwisely, it seems to us, chose to deliver himself of opinions 
and views concerning the country that he governs. For instance, 
we notice that one of the papers stated on Wednesday that the 
High Commissioner had, in the course of his speech, said 
that be did not regard the Balfour Declaration and the policy 
now fixed by the Powers in Palestine in the same way as 
that contemplated by “ full-blooded’ Zionists, while, on the other 
hand, he expressed himself as looking forward to the time 
when Jews should be in the majority in Palestine. Clearly anyone 
60 logical and keen reasoning as Sir HERBERT SAMUEL could not 
have said at one and the same time things so utterly inconsistent. 
Because the most full-blooded Zionist, or the extremest Jewish 
Nationalist, has never expressed more extensive hopes in regard to 
the future of Palestine, than that the Jewish people should 
ultimately become a majority, either actual or virtual, of the 
inhabitants. When that happens ‘or very soon after) Palestine 
will be as Jewish as England is English. However, Sir HURBERT 
SAMUEL bas promptly denied having said anything of the kind. 
But unfortunately his correction of our contemporary is an 
altogether negative one, and he does. not say what he really 
did tell the gathering in the House of (Commons. We 
cannot think that Sir HERBERT ranged himself on the side 
of anwmic Zionism, or expects that from any other tlian the 
full-blooded " sort there is likely to come the energy necessary for 
the upbuilding of the country.

The United Synagogue weal Palestine Foundation Fund. 

THE Council of the United Svnagogue, it seems to us. had a 
grievance against some of its members on Tuesday ovenioug. 
It was asked to help the Palestine Foundation Fund by collecting 
from its members a sum which they were voluntarily to subscribe, 
and which, when gathered in, was to be handed over for helping the 
upbuilding of Palestine. The proposal was made, we are convinced 
under the mistaken notion that the United Synagogue

Council of the United Synagogue is competent to deal with religious 
questions. It has, however, always repudiated any such power. (aly 
a little while ago, for instance, when one of the gentlemen who took 
part in Tuesday evening's discussion raised the question of the 
teaching of the New Testament in Synagoeue Classes, the Chairman 
peremptorily closed the discussion by ruling that all religious ques. 
tions must go for decision to the Ecclesiastical Assessors, and forth- 
with submitted that particular one, in a form the Council never 
intended, to the Cuier RABBI. Why was not the resolution which 
Mr. NEWMAN proposed referred—properly this time—to the Beth 
specilically religious effort 
in Palestine, and although such mundane watters as syna- 
vogue bills were intermixed, the main question was whether 
the United Synagogue should make an effort to obtain the 
realisation of such very religious things as prayers uttered 
in synagogues under its wgis, day by day, year in and year 
out. To be asked to alter the Constitution of the United 
Synagogue, and to amend the Act of Parliament under which 
it exists. in such a way as to place anything even remotely 
approaching religious responsibility on a body like the Council of 
the United Synagogue, seems to us to have been an attempt to rob 
this Organisation of a unique characteristic in Jewish Synagogue 
institutions of all time. Mr. EMANUEL’s lengthy deliverance 
in opposing the proposal was, if we may be permitted to say 60, 
a “brief” speech, full of the arguments dear to lawyers—and 


dear too, to those who employ members of that profession. 


To invoke the bogey of persecution in a proposal to make a con- 
tribution for backing up the prayers which the seatholders of the 
United Synagogue either say, or ought to say, and saying ought to 
mean, was a triumph of the forensic order, and we can only think 
that the worthy Treasurer of the United Synagogue was for the 
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moment forgetful of the exact way in which Jewry is spelt. To be 
sure, it is easy enough to find reasons for not doing a thing, and, 
indeed, it is the méticr of some over-cautioue people. Mr. ALBERT 
Woour, however, made of caution a mockery when he told the 
Council that anything in the nature of Zionism, introduced into 
their discussions in the practical form of pounds, shillings, and 
pence, would prove a disruptive or eruptive element. There is, of 
course, all the difference in the world between the practical form 
of a little personal sacrifice and the lip utterance of a mere prayer, 
but it was not kind of Mr. Woour to “rub it in’ ashedid. The 
vote of the Council of the United Synagogue is, it must be 
admitted, disappointing. Because Zionists are anxious, as they 
always have been, to share the honour and the glory of the 
upbuilding of Palestine with those who, for one reason or another, 
are willing to profess and call themselves anything but Jewish 
Nationalists. It is really a noble piece of altruism in the 
Zionists, and if they were not infinitely better Jews than some 
of their “religious” brothers at the United Synagogue Council 
evidently are, they might take the selfish line of retaining for 
themselves the proud prestige which work for Palestine and the 
reconstruction there of the Jewish nation must bring to all who 
take any hand in the great endeavour. The United Synagogue 
Council has missed, both for itself and for the members of the 
Synagogues under its control, an opportunity which we are sorry 
they had not the perspicacity to seize upon with thankful 
enthusiasm. 


Combined Action. 


We are delighted to observe the interest that is being shown in 
all parts of the Metropolis in the combined appeal that is being 
made for the benefit of the Hospitals. These Palaces of Healing 
have long been in a parlous financial condition, which, trans- 
lated into its practical value, means that they have been 
cramped and stayed in their great work for alleviating human 
suffering. To many a poor wretch wracked with the agony 
of disease, the indisposition or inability to provide the Hospitals 
with the funds necessary for their carrying on efficiently, 
which has been so glaring a mark of the classes removed 
from poverty during the last few years, must have meant 
pain and discomfort untellable, to say nothing of the economic 
loss which illness always involves to the community as a whole. 
The point, however, chiefly to be noted in the present effort to 
relieve the hospitals from their sad state of lack of funds is that it 
is a combined effort, and we mark it as another example of what 
our own community should do for the institutions connected 
with it that are similarly placed. A curious side-light on the 
present disorganised, happy-go-lucky method of collecting funds 
which we cling to as a system, is shown by a letter we 
publish elsewhere in reference to the Jewish Religious 
Education Board. There it is stated that only three members 
out of acomplement of sixty-two do anything at all in the way 
of gathering in funds, while of the three, one of them collected last 
year all that came to the coffers of the Board, except some £250; 
the amount which he gatbered in being some £1,700 out of the total 
of £2,0%) which was contributed. Comment on this is superfluous, 
and it is only necessary to state the facts in order to show the 
crass absurdity of our present methods. We doubt not that the 
Jewish Religious Education Board is, in the respect we have 


mentioned, not greatly different from most of our other 
institutions. 


The Ealing and Acton Synagogue. 


Nex? month a Garden Féte is to be held at Gunnersbury Park, 
by kind permission of Mrs. pe in aid 
ofthe Fund for the establishment of a permanent Synagogue for 
the Ealing and Acton Hebrew Congregation. At present a building 
purchased some eighteen months ago is being used for Synagogue 
purposes, and the Board of Management do not feel justified in 
expending any money in order to render it suitable as a permanent 
place of worship until they are able to wipe off the debt of some 
£2,000 now due to their bankers. That a Synagogue is needed iu 
the district is shown by the fact that as many as a hundred and 
twenty Jewish families are there resident, and that there is no 
other Synagogue within miles’ radius of the present temporary 
building. It is the wiping off of the present debt that is the 
Congregation’s great anxiety. That once done, the Congregation 
would be self-supporting. We think this is eminently a case in 
which Jews living in other districts might well render generous 
help, and contributing to the success of the contemplated Garden 
Féte is one way in which such help might be rendered, There are 
many calls before the community; for any of us reasonably to keep 
apace with them is almost a tax upon ingenuity. But we do think 
that the setting up of a Synagogue. for the purpose of providing all 
that a Synagogue should provide for a considerable Congregation of 
our people, such as that residing in the districts comprised in Ealing 


and Acton, is a very special claim to which few of us would care to 
turn a deaf ear or an unresponsive heart,

HE Mandate for Palestine, which purports to make effectual 
the policy decided upon for carrying out the promise of 
the Balfour Declaration, is adjourned for consideration by 
the League of Nations until July. The High Commissioner

‘he Mandate is supposed to fix, is in England. Few topics just now 
-atch public opinion in this country so much as anything to do with 
valestine, whether it bethe expressed discontentof Arabs, or the details 
of a scheme for applying to the ancient land the most - modern means 
of mechanical power. Weare bombarded day by day with newspaper 
»aragraphs asking why the taxpayer of this country shall be burdened 
nore than he otherwise would be merely to provide a National Home 
‘or Jews in Palestine when homes for Englishmen in England cannot 
ve built because of the lack of funds. Almost day by day a furious 
torm of criticism about the iniquity of crushing out the Arabs 
udigenous to Palestine by transplanting there Jews from all over the 
world, is turned upon us. Fervid appeals on the part of Zionists for 
money tobuild up the Jewish National Home also constantly reach our 
ears, and efforts are to be noted whereby it is hoped thateven those who 
io not profess and call themselves Zionists shall join in constructing 
the Jewish National Home. It was ‘a Jewish National Home in 
Valestine—a National Home for the Jewish people—that was 
promised by the Balfour Declaration. The term “ Jewish National 
liome ' had never before been employed.

Sir 
llerbert Samuel, who spoke at the same meeting as did Lord 
Robert Cecil in 1917, assured us then that the Balfour Declaration 
meant Next year in Jerusalem!’ To-day every word he utters 
goes to show that in his view the policy in regard to Palestine is 
‘o be so moulded as to create a British Colony, composed 
‘or the most part of Arabs, with a certain limited number of Jews, 
admitted in accordance with the absorbing power of the economic 
conditions of the country. It is a strange rendering of the age- 
‘ong aspiration of Sir Herbert's fellow-Jews! But his is a stranger 
rendering of Lord Balfour's words. The National Home for Jews, 
limited, would surely be more in accordance with Sir Herbert 
Samuel's expressed ideas, while the format would encourage the 
vusiness conception of the whole enterprise, which alone seems to 
vttract some of our people. But, surely, between the interpretation 
hich Sir Herbert Samuel placed upon Lord Balfour's words and the 
one which Dr. Weizmann supplied, there are countless miles of differ- 
ence. And it must not be forgotten that Dr. Weizmann is really, in a 
sense, as much responsible for Zionist policy in Palestine as is Six 
Herbert Samuel. Indeed, in a way, he is much more so.

Be this as it may, we are reaching the fifth anniversary of the 
date on which the Balfour Declaration was issued, and to all! intents 
and purposes, as | have pointed out so many times, we are utterly 
at sea as to the meaning which its author (and the Government in 
whose behalf he acted) attached to the phrase, ‘ Jewish National 
tlome.” Yet that phrase governs the whole of the Palestine policy, and 
by it to an enormous extent the future destiny of our people is to be 
determined. If Dr. Weizmann was right in saying that when Lord 
Balfour made his promise. the Government was willing, assuming 
Britain obtained control of Palestine, to initiate there such conditions, 
political, economic, cultural, etc., as would eventuate in Palestine 
becoming ultimately as Jewish as England is English, then Sir 
Herbert Samuel cannot be right in his intepretation of Government 
policy, unless there has been a vast shift and turn round between 
November 1917 and now. Moreover, if Sir Herbert Samuel's defini- 
tion of the term is correct then the policy that is to be carried outin 
Palestine is not Zionist policy but British policy, It was never 
the purpose of the Zionist Movement to establish in Palestine a 
colony of Jews but a Jewish Commonwealth; and just as there is 
® difference in the words so there is a difference in their meaning 
palpable to all men. It may well be that between the time at 
Which Lord Balfour issued his historic promise and now, circum- 
stances utterly unforeseen may have cropped up. It was pointed 
out to me the other day by one not unconnected with this paper 


that it is just probable that Lord Balfour forgot the very existence ol 
Arabs in Palestine, or that other Ministers totally misconceived the 
strength or the extent of Arab opinion and the manner in which 
England has to defer to Moslem wishes. I do not know bow all 
this is, but it seems to me—and that is my purpose in writing this 
here and now—that the time has come when a clear and definite 
and unmistakeable statement should be made by the CGovern- 
ment, saying exactly what was meant and what is now meant 
by the term “ Jewish National Home.’ 


An Excellent Opportunity. 


Zionists who say that the only logical meaning of the phrase

There are those 
among them, loyal Zionists, who think that the very indefinitenes#? 
of the term “Jewish National Home” is its charm,. because all 
can interpret it as they will. It thus need prove, it 18 
argued, no bar to anyone from working in the Movement, 
That may be ingenious—it smacks of the Russian mentality 
which loves that which is vague and even mystical—but in 
common sense practice the indefiniteness is breeding fatal 
lethargy among the very ones who should be best relied upon to 
work for the upbuilding of Palestine, and is not placating in the 
least those who dislike Zionism, because it has essentially a politi. 
cal bearing. But there are other considerations. Vast sums of 
money are being asked for Palestine work, and although it may go 
a certain distance in satisfying enquirers to tell thei the nature of 
the work, manifestly the purpose of the work is of chief importance. 
There are many good things we may be asked to do, but would 
refuse to do when we knew their purpose. And those who are 
asked to help with money or labour or energy in Palestine work are 
entitled to know what that work is intended to eventuate in. In 
short. we all of us have a right to know the meaning of Jewish 
National Home,’ as the phrase is employed in indicating Palestine 
policy. We are all entitled to know, after having waited nearly five 
years, what Lord Balfour and the Government meant by the term 
when they first used it. What does it mean’ Surely an exces 
lent opportunity presents itself now, before the Mandate is con 
sidered by the League of Nations and while Sir Herbert Samuel ig 
still in this country, for giving a definite answer to the question [

have raised, If “ Jewish National Home’ means what Sir Herbert 
Samuel told the Arabs it means, and if that is what is to be held 
to be understood by Zionism, then, paradoxical as it may seem, all 
good Zionists must turn and become anti-Zionists. 


It is not dificult to understand the reluctance that prevails to 
make this matter clear. Doubtless, those who refrain from doing 
so, although it is their duty to do it, have the Arabs in mind. They 
think that if, as someone put it to me the other day, by defining 
definitely the Balfour Declaration they were to please the Jews— 
they must displease the Arabs. On the contrary, if they please 
the Arabs they must displease the Jews. There may be some. 
thing in that, but just now it is evident they are displeasing both 
Arabs and Jews. Whether, however, a definite statement would 
please or displease, Jews who are expected to upbuild Palestine 
ought to be told for what purpose they are being asked to do the 
upbuilding. Is a British Crown Colony contemplated, or an Arab 
Commonwealth, or a Jewish Commonwealth. or what’? Only if 
a Jewish Commonwealth is intended, ought Zionists to be 
expected to shoulder the burden of releasing Palestine from the 
decadence of ages. It may well be that whatever the 
purpose now is, it may be falsified in the event. We may 
seek to build up a Jewish Commonwealth, hoping that the Jews 
who will settle in Palestine will be nationally Jews; but who can 
tell? We mightarrange a vast immigration of Jews into the country, 
and then their Judaism, like their nationalism, might be so little 
full-blooded and so much anwmic that they would assimilate with 
the present inhabitants, or be content at most to become Pales 
tinians of the Jewish persuasion. Wecannot tell. It is on the 
laps of the gods. But we can tell what we are after now, and the 
Government can tell us whether it it bent upon establishing 
a Jewish National Home, or, as I have put it, a Home for Jews. 
Ltd. Until we know where we are, it is beyond measure ridiculous 
to speak about “extreme”™ Zionists or “full-blooded” Zionists, or, 
for that matter, of anmmic Zionists or Declaration’ Zionists, or any 
other of the numberless categories into which Zionism has become 
tesselated in its meanings in the minds of the public of tate. It 
is the norm we must ascertain. That can only be arrived at 
when the Government tells us cxactly what the purpose of the 
Jewish National Home policy is, and what it understands by the 
term. Then those who clamour for more will be extremists, those 
who clamour for no less will, | suppose, be deemed full-blooded. 
Those, again, who do not want as much as the Government 
policy proposes to give them, will be rightly termed anwmic 
Zionists, and those who only care for the whole matter 
because England happens to have the Mandate—and England 
is willing to help Jews into Palestine—wi!ll come well under 
the designation of “Declaration” Zionists. I meed not go 
on with the catalogue. I am afraid it is well nigh interminable. 
But all these differences in present circumstances cut no ice and 
do not take us an inch forwarder. The only thing that will! is if 
we can get from the Government a clear and delinite statement 
concerning the Balfour promise: What does it mean ?

The Eastern Jews in Germany. 


BERLIN JEWISH SCHOOL’S JUBILEE. 


[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN, 


The strictures of the anti-Semites on the Eastern Jews in Germany 
are for the most part based upon the allegation that they are harmful te 
the country because they are unproductive. The propagation of this 
statement has aroused anti-Jewish sentiment in circles previously 
not inoculated with this virus. The accusation is, of course, without 
foundation, yet, even were it not so, the fault would not lie with Eastern 
Jews. The circumstances which have led up to the Jewish immigration 
from Eastern Europe are as follows: 

During the war the German General Staff “ recruited” large numbers 
of Eastern Jewish working men in the occupied countries. These men 
were frequently seized upon in the streets by veritable press gangs. It 
will thus be seen that the advent of these Eastern Jewish working men 
into (aermany was by no means voluntary. Noneof them were examined 
as to their ability, honesty, physica! fitness, or past life. A large majority 
of them were not labourers at all. At that time the economic situation 
of Polish Jews was very bad indeed. The famine of the winter of 1916-17 
had entailed great misery among the Jewish population. The Jews 
needed work; Germany needed labourers. So more Jews were imported 
into Germany as free labourers, in addition to those who had been 
forcibly brought into the country. Here again no examination of the new 
immigrants was made. The men signed a contract written in German, of 
the contents of which they had not the slightest idea. Also, the terms of 
the contract were not adhered to. It provided for “labour in Germany 
for the term of six months.” Actually, these men were forced to continue 
work until the end of the war. In this way about 30,000 Eastern Jews 
had come into Germany, and only a very smal! proportion of them gained 
permission to return to their own country before the cessation of 
hostilities. 

Then came the order for demobilisation. Ail those men, who had not 
come to Germany of their own free will, and could not for various reasons 
return to their old homes, were suddenly thrown into the streets. Ne 
one, it was pointed out, could blame the returning German soldier for 
asking for work in preference to foreigners. Most of the foreigners left 
the country, but the majority of the Jews were unable to do do so. 
Those of them who had returned to Poland were forced to come back 
again to Germany, for they had worked for the Germans during the war 
(the fact that they had been obliged to do so was not taken into 
consideration), and consequently had committed a crime against “ Holy 
Poland.” And then the Eastern Jews in Germany found themselves in 
tragic, though familiar, circumstances. Work was for the German 
returned from the front, and not for them. They had to trade or starve. 

As business improved, more and more Jewish working men found 
employment. At first they were regarded with suspicion by the German 
working men; but the Jewish labourer soon realised the necessity of 
becoming a “union” man. and of supporting his fellow-workers. The 
result has been that relations of foreign Jewish and German Gentile 
working men have become quite friendly.

published at Berlin, and the only Eastern- Jewish newspaper in Germany 
appearing in the German language, has always waged energetic war 
against communistic and Bolshevistic propaganda. 

The political condition of the Jewish labourer in Germany is 
exceedingly complicated, and can only be adequately judged after a study 
of both sides of the question. It is, however, obviously absurd to describe 
the Jewish working man as a mischief-maker and revolutionary. 

The High School for the Science of Judaism in Berlin celebrated its 
jabilee on the 2ist inst. Among the most celebrated stucents of the 
school may be mentioned Claude G. Montefiore, Drs, Emil Hirsch, 
Gottheil, Schulmann, David Neumark (Americ), Gotthold Klein (Stock. 
holm), and the late Dr. Schechter (America). They imbibed liberal ideas 
from Dr. Abraham Geiger and Professor Haim Steinthal; profound 
Talmudic learning was received from the celebrated [Israel Lewy, who 
afterwards went to the Frinkel Seminary in Breslau; and Jewish history 
and literature were taught by Dr. David Cassel. The High School was 
founded in 1872, and was endowed with a legacy by the late town 
councillor, Mr. Moritz Meyer, and his wife. Dr. Abraham Geiger 
organised the curriculum, and up to his death, in 1574, was an active 
member of the teaching staff. At the celebration of the jubilee, it was 
announced that a number of “ honorary members” had been elected, the 
poet Byalik being one of them. Professor Dr. I, i: lbogen gave an account 
of the school's work in the last fifty years. Many congratulatory 
speeches were made. A banquet, attended by the staff, the students, 
and friends of the school, was held in the evening. 


Paris Synagogue Centenary.

RELIEF WORK IN POLAND, 
[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 


The centenary of the Synagogue in the rue Notre-Dame-de. Nazareth, 
which was opened on March 5th, 1322, was solemnly celebrated on the 
20th inst. ‘Lhe ceremony was very largely attended. Among those who 
were present at the service were the Chief Rabbi of France, all the 
members of Parisian rabbinate, the members of the consistories, and the 
ministers of the synagogues. Mr. Haguenau, the Rabbi of the Synagogue, 
who has held that position for forty years, preached, and Mr. Dreyfuss, 
Chief Rabbi of Paris, recalled the religious history of the community. 
Some particulars of the history of the Synagogue were briefly given in 
the Jewish Chronicle of March 10th. 

In addition to having recently devoted the sum of 300,000 francs to 
the aid of the starving Jews of Soviet Russia and the Ukraine, the 
Alliance Israélite has just placed 200,000 francs at the disposal of the 
charitable organisations of Warsaw. This gift is destined for the relief 
of the Russian refugees (to the number of 5.000) who are actually in 


Poland waiting to embark for America, of Jews who have been repatriated © 


from Russia, and of orphans. Large numbers of Polish Jewa, previously 
interned in Russia, are now returning to their native country, in 
consequence of the treaty between Poland and the Soviet. It is 
expected that about [20,000 will return during next month—all in great 
distress. Help for the orphans is also a very urgent matter. The 
Warsaw Society ‘‘ Pour la Culture”’ is at present dealing with them, but 
as there are no less than 35,009 war orphans, from the Ukraine and 
Poland, in the latter country, the work requires more money than Polish 
Jews are able to supply.

Congress of Jewish Communities. 


NEW SCHOOL AT BUCHAREST. 
[From our Correspondent. | BUCHAR) 


The Minister of Public Instruction has circularised all the Jewish 
communities of Rumania to invite their representatives to a congress on 
the 22nd inst. in Bucharest. Theautonomy of the Jewish communitics in 
the new territories will be considered, and also the unification of ortho 
doxy with neology (as regards administration, and without dealing with 
matters of religion or ritual). The third and most important point to be 
discussed will be the language of instruction in Jowish schools. As pre 
viously reported to you, the Minister ruicd that either Rumanian or 
Hebrew must be taught in all schools, and the Jews find it impossible to 
procure the necessary teachers in cither language. Anti-Zionists attri 
bute this order to the Jewish National Movement, and say that had it 
not been for the nationalist strivings of some of the Jews, the Govern 
ment would never have desired to enforce upon them an alien language. 

The new Jewish &chool for Girls at Bucharest has been opened. | he 
Peasants’ Parliamentary Party was represented by the ex Minister, Dr. 
Lupu, who spoke in high terms of Jewish sacrifices for education. 

The King of Rumania has conferred a decoration on Mr. Llenry

That it be an instruction to the Sab-Committee now considering the 
revision and amendment of the Constitution of the United Synagogue to insert 
in such revised Constitution appropriate provisions to enable the Council of the 
United Svnagogue, should it think fit from time to time, to collect contributions, 
voluntary or compulsory, from members of the Constituent Synagogues for the 
purpose of the advancement of economic and social conditions in Palestine 
He said that it would be within the memory of the Couucil that some 
weeks ago at a requisition meeting Mr. Reuben Cohen proposed a motion 
in somewhat Similiar terms, but in consequence of the form in which it 
was drawn up, the President was compelied to rule it out of order. Mr. 
Lionel de Rothschild, however, promised his help with a view to seeing 
whether the matter cou!d not be dealt with in some other way, and this 
motion was the result of Mr. de Kothschild's help. He appealed. to 
the Council to allow as little controversial heat to be displayed on 
this matter as possible. He quite realised that it would be possible for 
the old anti-Zionist attitude to be displayed, but he urged them to 
accept the motion from the Jewish point of view. Ina regard to lalestine 
they were confronted with a fait accomp’:.. The Balfour Declaration 
whether for good or evil, placed a heavy responsibility upon the Jewish 
community. Io Judaism the restoration of Palestine was one of the 
most important facets. At the recent (Queen's Hall meeting a very 
pregnant remark was made by Mr. Claude Montefiore, who urged that no 
more fitting platform for the advocacy of theideals of the League of Nations 
could be found than that of the religious denominations throughout the 
world, and he heartily agreed with Lord Robert Cecil's contention that the 
Jews should be foremostinits support. They mightemploy a argu 
ment. If the League of Nations movement was one which Jows as Jews 
were called upon to promote, surely the restoration of Palestine was a 
form of work which the Jews of Esgiand, and particularly the mombers 
ofthe United Synagogue should be foremost in supporting. They were at 
the psychological moment when they were called upon to translate their 
Sympathy with the movement for the return to Zion into practical 
action. If Judaism could not stand the strain of such translation then. 
as Mr. Montefiore said, it was fit only fora museum. He drew attention 
to the circular letter issued by Mr. Joseph Cowen and urged that they 
should take action as he suggested in the spirit of co-operation. He 
hoped the United Synagogue would send delegates to the proposed 
conference. ihe VDalestine Foundation Fuad had the great virtue 
of not being corcerned with political affairs. and no portion of it 
was devoted to administrative expenses. It would be within the 
power of the United Synagogue to designate the direction in which 
the funds collected from its members should be spent. They had a duty 
not only as Jews but as Euglishmen. The British Government had put 
this supreme test on the Jewish people, and they would be committing a 
great crime if they did not realise that it was up to them to forward this 
great work in Palestine, (Cheeors.) 

Mr. A. RUBENs, in seconding the motion, said that while he 
Sympathised with the arguments of the mover, he supported the proposal 
on the ground of freedom of speech. He thought they should leave them 
selves free to decide this question which they were debarred from doing 
under the present Constitution. |

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Five Jewish Philosophers. 


1V.—FREUD. 


LECTURE BY MR. ISRAEL LEVINE. 


The fourth of the lectures arranged by the Jewish Historical Society, 
on Jewish Philosophers, was delivered at Toynbee Hall on Tuesday, when 
Mr. ISRAEL Levine, M.A., spoke on“ Freud and the Unconscious.” Dr. A. 
EICHHOLZ, C.B.E., presided. 

Mr. [SRAPL LevINe, M.A., said that the conception of the unconscious 
as the mental processes which determined conscious thought and action, 
had been suggested by other philosophers before Freud, As developed 
by Freud, however, it was essentially the product of his own inductive 
capacity. The Freudian definition of the unconscious was a certain 
portion of mental experience which had once been conscious, but was 
forgotten, and unable to be recalled by any effort of will. It 
was different from a mere lapse of memory, which was known 
as the preconscious. This unconscious was not dead or powerless, it 
was an activo source of energy, the indirect effects of which could be 
observed by the method of technique invented by Freud, which was 
called psycho-analysis. There were four groups of facts which could be 
studied in this connection. The first group consisted of dreams. Every 
dream was the disguised fulfilment of a repressed wish. In interpreting 
a dream it was necessary to treat each element separately and follow out 
its associations, without any criticism or conscious selection. The 
associations formed the latent dream-material, while the dream itself was 
described as the manifest dream-content. The dream wag not as a rule 
recognisable in its simple naked form , it had been transformed into visual 
images. For the purpose of interpretation, this process must be reversed. 
The reason for this transformation was that the dream revealed primitive, 
infantile wishes which were not acceptable to the consciousness, and 
hence were “censored,” distorted, and disguised. These wishes belonged 
to the unconscious. The second group of facts comprised occasional 
mistakes and slips in habitual actions. These were significant of 
unconscious tendencies, and were often subtle indications of unsuspected 
traits. The third groupdealt with wit. In jests, asin dreams, the uncon. 
scious sought the gratification of cravings forbidden in consciousness. The 
laughter aroused was proportional to the amount of repression exercised. 
This showed the reason for the preponderance of sexuality in wit. On 
this subject Freud was in agreement with Bergson, who had said that the 
sources of wit lay deep in human nature and were often extremely 
humiliating to examine deeply. The fourth class was that of neuroses. 
This class represented disintegration, whereas the others were merely 
expressions of unconscious desires. Freud said that repressions were, in 
the majority of cases, of sex-impulses. Impulses might also suffer 
regression, which meant a return to an earlier stage of development. 
Medicine occupied a fundamental! place in Freud's philosophy. The 
lecturer went on to deal with the genesis of the unconscious. Considered 
abstractly, the most fundamental fact in life was effort—our assertion in 
the face of our environment. One's self and the world must be 
mutually adapted. From this difficult and painful process ensued con. 
flict, which was the very stuff of life. This conflict began at 
birth. Prior to birth, all needs were satisfied by the mother, and the 
child had been described as being in a state of ‘‘ unconditional 
omnipotence.’’ Gradually but relentlessly, the resistance of the outer 


world became an obstacle to this omnipotence; and the many bitter 


rebuffs thereby experienced caused a tendency to withdraw from hard 
facts to the realms of fantasy. Subsequently, in a normal being, reality 
was perceived, this change generally occurred roughly at the age of 
puberty. ‘The conflict was between two principles—the pleasure principle 
and the reality principle. The pleasure principle—that is, the procuring 
of pleasure and the avoiding of pain—regulated all psychical activity. 
Ultimately the adult learned to apply the reality principle; and the 
measure of one’s adjustment to life was the proportionate strengths 
of these two principles. The conquest of the pleasure principle by 
the reality principle was achieved by repression, which formed a 
large part of the unconscious. Repression was the mechanism by 
which we.were adapted to society; and that restraint of the 
egotism of infantile unconsciousness subserved a definite biological 
necessity. When an individual failed to assimilate some very painful 
experience, this would fully account for neurotic symptoms. An 
irrational dislike was often a conscious defence against an unconscious 
desire—false prudery being a classical example. It had been said that 
Freud exaggerated sex. But he had established the importance of the 
effects of repressing infantile sexuality, and he did notignore the existence 
of non-sexual or ego-instincts. Freud described the. mind as a psychic 
apparatus, which had a definite direction from sensory stimuli to motor 
innervation. In dreams and hallucinations, this genera! direction was 
reversed , the stimuli could not motor, so regressed to visual imagery. 
The Freudian bypothesis did not include the idea of a dual self. The 
mind was fluid; the conscious became the preconscious, and the pre- 
Freud's achievement in psychology was 
stupendous. His discoveries were applicable to every sphere of know. 
ledge. He had made a striking contribution to the great body of Jewish 
thought, of which their present course gave only a few examples.

If those 
who attend these lectures express a desire for services in connecting 
with them, such a service might later be added.

It is not without reluctance that the suggestion is made for » 
change in the services. With the present arrangement tio 
Synagogue has steadily grown in membership, and the services hive 
made a place for themselves in the life of the congregation. | he 
Saturday afternoon service, for example, now has historic associations 
but circumstances have altered since we first began. An increasing 
number of business men now stay away from their offices the wholo 
of Saturday, so that a large number now could attend a service in 
the morning. In fact, the desire for such a service has been 
expressed by some who are members already and some who wold 
like to become members of our Synagogue. There are still, how 
ever, some who must work on Saturday morning. Consideration 
for their wishes leads to the suggestion that the afternoon services 
be maintained, though in a somewhat altered form. 


The Sunday afternoon lectures are meant to he supplementary 
to the Sabbath services and at the same time to give the congregation 
an opportunity for a form of activity which cannot satisfactorily be 
attached to a Sabbath service. 

The circular ends by remarking that “any change must be in the 
nature of experiment, but the arrangement of the services here suggested 
seems to promise the best results in the advancement of our congress 
tional life.” | 

The Jewish World of yesterday (Thursday), contained some extended 
comments upon the proposed changes referred to above and the causes 
that have apparently led up to their having been suggested.

CXXXV.—DIET AND HEALTH. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


There ha# been some correspondence lately in one of the daily papers 
on Diet and Health, and judging from the interest which the theme has 
aroused, people seem to be greatly concerned about the subject. It is 
well that this should be so. Diet plays an important part in life, and an 
pformed and widespread public opinion upon it is eminently desirable. 

followed the correspondence pretty closely, and one letter in particular 
.rrested my attention. It was from a medical man who laid down ten 
4iding principles to determine the quality and quantity of food necessary 
op healthy people. To the general considerations were appended ten 
‘efinite rules, such as, “ Never eat unless you have a good appetite.” or, 

if you feel or know that you have overeaten at any one meal, either 
ies the next altogether or lessen the amount of food you take at 
absequent meals.” The advice sounded strangely familiar; and as I 
»ondered over it, I remembered that I had met with it in some parts of 
jewish literature. 


Both in the Talmud and the Siivichan Aruch you will find regulations 
.« to wise dieting, and it is surprising to observe how closely these 
ancient saws approach modern rules. It makes one think that perhaps 
the Jews have been gifted not only with the genius for religion, but also 


with the capacity for healthful living. The hygiene of the Mosaic Code 


ic uplversally applauded. But the rules of health found in Kabbinic 
‘iterature would also win the admiration of social reformers and medical 
practitioners if only they were better known. 


Seeing that the Talmud touches upon all aspects of life, it is not surpris- 
ing that diet should bea subject of discussion in its pages. I recall a goodly 
number of Rabbinic statements about food. Early breakfast is recom- 
mended ; in summer it is good to steel oneself in this way against the 
peat, and in winter against the coid. In order to give point to the mora), 
ope Rabbi relates how sixty men raced with one who had breakfasted 
early and could not overtake him. but the guiding principle in eating 
should be not to eat unless you are 228° NOW 310) 
21> NiMeD—exactly what the modern spécialist advises in last week’s 
paper. The Rabbis of old attached a good deal of importance to the 
manner of eating. They advocated a certain preparation before 
meals—not merely washing, but also the cultivation of a serene 
frame of mind. They realized that during meals ease of mind 
isa necessity. Do not eat inthe open street: only dogs doso; do not eat 
with your flogers; do not eat standing; do not bolt your food. Such are 
some of the rules found in the Talmud. They must have been practised 
ong Jews during the first five centuries of the commonera. Yet a 
thousand years later royal personages in Eogland still used their fingers 
at meais. But to proceed. The old rabbis advocated simple food. A 


man of limited means, they dec!ared, may well thrive on goat's milk. 


Meat is by no means a necessity, and in any event should only be eaten 
inthe evening. After a meal it is advisable to drink a little and to 
stretch one’s legs a bit. The rabbis had noobjection to wine. Indeed 
they recommend it in moderation. But they utter a warning against 
craving for wine, since too much wine is bad for the body and bad for the 
iuind. “When wine goes in, secrets come out”—TD N¥* DoDD 
esides, for the drunkard the difference between ‘mine’ and ‘thine’ 
ulckly disappears. Do not drink more than you eat; do not drink strong 
wine; drink a little water after wine ; and drink only when you are thirsty 

The Shulchan Aruch elaborates these rules, and when the cramping 
effect of Ghetto life is borne in mind, it seems nothiag short of wonderful! 
that these laws of hygiene should have been evolved and carried out. 
(he Shulehan Aruch starts out from the fundamental priaciple that a 
ound body is essential if a man is to serve God whole heartedly; and, 
that, therefore, to live according to hygienic ru'es is a religious duty. 
‘ere fo0d occupies the first place. Food is a necessity; to fiigellate the 
oody by depriving it of food is wrong. Food may be compared tothe fuel 
paced in an oven. Ifa man does noteat, his “fire” goes out, and in the 
end he will die. But too much food may be asharmfulastoo little. To 
| 4t too much is like overloading a fire; it tends to smoulder and cannot 
corn up. Do not eat to satiety, advises the Shu’chan Aruch; and 
-member that most ills come upon mankind from over-eating. Growing 
“hildren require food more freq isntiy than adults, while agad folk nsel 
ight food, Generally, it is necessary to eat lessin the summer than in 
the Winter; two-thirds of the winter diet should suffice in the summer. 
‘Cis a good rule, says the Shulchan Aruch, to warm the body either by 
walking or working before a meal. This can be well paralleled by the 
\dvice of the modern physician in the daily paper: “ Vary the am>aat of 
‘000 you eat each day according to what you have ‘earnel.’ A hard 
4ay's work will entitle you to more food than a day of comparative 
idleness.” 

The Shulehan Aruch raalises, what the modera sp2sialist preaches, 
that a man’s food varies according to his idiosyncracies, and that one 
‘uan's meat is another man’s poison. Yet there are certain rules which 
apply generally, as, for example, that wheaten bread is good, that the best 
kind of meat is tender mutton or very tender goat flesh, that tough boef 
and old cheese are bad foods, and that fow! is mre digastible tasa m sat 
A curious statement is that the food to which oa8 b»c»mas arial 
if it be unwholesome, does no harm, since constant usags hardeas 
the system against it. I wonder if modern medical science would suppor ¢ 
a — Most certainly, I fancy, it would subscribs to the advices that 
o he good thing for the digestion to omit one meal during the week, tha 

‘ulchan Aruch suggesting that an appropriate tims for this is Friday 
afternoon, before the Sabbath comes in. 

In regard to drinking, the Shulchan Aruch praises water as an 
©Xcellent cleanser for the body; and supports the ancient advice that it 


is best to drink after, and not duriog, meals. But wine in moderation is 
not to be despised. Wine is good for the old and harmful to the young— 
it is advisable to abstain from wine until the 
age of twenty-one. Wine aleo has this recommendation for the Shu/chan 
Aruch, that it gladdens the heart of man. An even temper and a merry 
heart are both necessary for perfect health. So is moderate sleep. 

Some of these Rabbinic ordinances are surprising in their scope; 
modern science would accept them all. But most surprising is the 
recommendation to live in a place where the atmosphere is pure, in an 
elevated situation, and in a roomy house. That a ghetto writer should 
advocate air and light is truly remarkable. It is as well, in view of 
Professor Pearson's considered results about Jews, to put on record this 
bit of Shulchan Aruch lore. 

If cities were built in accordat with these old Jewish notions, if 
their citizens lived their lives according to these Jewish traditions, the 
world might become a fitter place for decent human habitation. For 
moral and religious conduct Jewish literature contains much valuable 
guidance, but it also possesses wise counsel regarding the physical life. 
In the ancient ghettos, Jewish children were taught these things out of 
the books in the original Hebrew: it would be commendable if our 
children to-day were taught these matters by their teachers in the 
vernacular. Personal hygiene should find a place in all schooling, and 
I cannot he!p feeling that for Jewish children the old Jewish traditions 
would be a fitting subject of instruction. 

It would seem that long ago Jews realised the value of pure food, 
pureair, and cleanliness. These were looked upon as the proper accom- 
paniments of high ethical conduct, That cleanliness is next to Godliness 
might well be a Jewish proverb; and if there are dirty Jews they are 
dirty because of their environment, not because they are Jews. Jewish 
tradition sets before the Jew (and before the world) a high standard of 
moral conduct and of personal hygiene. If he falls away from either, he 
himself and not the system is to be blamed. The fashion to-day appears 
to be to blame the Jewish system rather than the individual Jew, In the 
eyes of Lord Sydenham, for instance, Judaism is condemned as a revolu- 
tionary leaven because Trotsky is a Bolshevik. That seems illogical. If 
Trotsky or any other, Jew cists aside the tenets of Judaism, that is no 
reflection on Judaism. Goodness remains goodness despite evil men in 
the world, and Judaism, as a conception of life and religion, can easily hold 
its own with the noblest systems evolved by human thought. Evenit 
some Jews have turned their backs on Judaism, it should not be forgotten 
that the vast majority of Jews still strive to live in accordance with its 
teachings. Perhaps one reason for the continuance of Jews throughout 
the ages is their sound health, due to careful dieting ; and this again may 
be the result of rulesin which is incorporated the accumulated experience 
of the ages.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


‘And appoint them everyone to his service and to hia burden.— 
Numbers tit., 19. 


In the fourth book of the Pentatench, the communal life of Israel is 
en to assume an organised form. Such organisation was of the utmost 
portance for the wanderings in the wilderness, and as a preparation 
-.» the settled life the Israelites were to lead in the Promised Land. 
‘here was need of a centre—the Tabernacle—from which a regulating 
.o fluence should radiate in all directions. About this centre, as we read 
» the opening chapters of Numbers, the Israelites were ranged accord. 
‘og to their families, clans, and standards. In their encampments and on 
+ elr marches they preserved the same order. At the head of the entire 
.,vanisation, consisting of 603,556 souls, stood the Priests, and next to 
them the Levites, who numbered, from 30 years upwards, 8580. While 
tne functions of the Priests were set forth in Leviticus, those of the Levites 
ere described in this week's portion of Numbers (ili. 5-10). The entire 
encampment was divided into three camps—|’riests (72°22 FIND), Levites 
MIND) and Israelites AINL), 


We may learn from these arrangements how important it is in the 
‘fe of the community that each member of it should take his proper 
shareand occupy the place which is assigned to him. It is a place 
assigned to each one of us by God, whether it be a high position ora 
homble station. Every sphere and relation of life brings its duties. The 
parent bas his duties towards his children, the children towards their 
parent; the hushand to the wife, and the wife to her husband and 
nonsehold, And we should all feel a pride in this position to which God 


has called us, knowing that it is ovr position in life because we have 
been called thereto. 


Three things sare called for in every position that we may aspire to 

‘ll. Koowledge and capacity come first. Everybody must bring to 
bear upon his life-work the knowledge and capacity which that 
particular work requires. Otherwise, he may prove a hindrance not 
only to himself but to others also. Things often go wrong because there 
are 80 many round pegs in square holes. People don't exactly fit into 
the positions they have come tooccupy. How many fathers and mothers, 
for instance, are unfitted for parenthood! ‘hey do not know how to 
‘ring up children; with the consequence that not only are their own 
\.cs nohappy, but their children’s careers are marred from the outset. 

Teachers we encounter who were never fitted for the preceptive office, 
and they must be written down as failures; rulers who do not know how 
to rule, because they have never learnt to obey; people who enter all 
sorts of professions without adequate preparation. It may be that the 
priestiy and Levitical duties were confined toa single family in order that 
the ministrants might be properly trained for their office from their youth 


upwards. They grew up to know what was the family tradition of 
service. 


Secondly, we must find a p/easure in our occupation, so that we may 
perform our duties not only with intelligence but with a cheerful will and 
heartfelt devotion. The priests had to live entirely for their vocation, 
they were to engage in no material occupation, and therefore had no 
inheritance among their brethren, God was to be their portion and 
inheritance. And so itis in every calling of life. We must devote our- 
©. ves to it heart and soul, and cheerfully bring “very sacrifice which it 
‘emands. Wenone of us may live for ourselves, but we should live for 
those whom we are called upon to serve. We can only manifest this 
Ccvotion if we love our work. The “burden” may be heavy to bear, but 
‘| we rejoice in carrying it, it will seem light. 

Thirdly, be our work secular or holy, we must consecrate ourselves to 
its performance, as being the work which God has imposed upon us. Very 
spt and striking is the phrase which Scripture uses for such consecration 

” 82D “ to fill the hand.” Not one hand only, but two hands were filled 
“ith the anointing oil ; the one representing the responsibilities of office, 
‘he other its privileges. 

la the duties we have to perform, we should never regard ourselves, 

‘© interests, as the chief aim and object of our work. We are only the 
‘neans by which a higher and mvure important purpose is fulfilled. That 
purpose is represented by God's will; and the Divine will seeks only to 
) romote the welfare of the world at large and the welfare of the individual. 
‘his purpose will best be falfilled if we respect our limitations. We 
“hould restrict ourselves to what we are best able to perform, and not 
‘eek to go beyond the province of our abilities. Non omnia omnes. We 
‘ust respect our neighbour's sphere of activity, and not be 7133 2D". 

The Kohathites are forbidden, on pain of death, from entering the 
‘loly of Holies when the holy things are covered. That is a duty 
restricted to Aaron and his sons. Korah, the grandson of Kohathb, refused 
to recognise the distinctions of duty which had been laid down for the 
sovernance of the people. He wanted all the people to share all duties 

alike; and in his attempt to seize the priesthood he involved himself and 
his family in destruction. Some people are ready for every task except 
the task which is allotted to them. As everything in nature, as each 
organ in the human body, has its exact function to perform in the scheme 
of things, we ought to consider what our position demands of us and 
what limits it imposes on us. “Everyone to his services and to bis 
burden,” 

There must be a system of law regulating things, which lays down 
the exact position we should occupy, the exact things we should do. 
Law is the central point round which we should range ourselves, the 
sulding principle to which we must all conform. High and low, rich and 
Poor, master and servant, Priest, Lovite, and Israelite—we are all subject 
t> the law. In obedience thereto we shall find freedom and contentment,

From Dr. C. DUSCHINSKY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1r,—This monumental work, edited by Rabbi Joshua Kasovsky, of 
Jerusalem, the appearance of which I announced in my letter to the 
Jewish Chronicle ot February 4th, 1921, has—in spite of many difficulties— 
progressed satisfactorily, and Volume III. of the part dealing with the 
Mishna is completed. This takes us as far as the letter “Yod,” or 
approximately to two-thirds of the first part of the work. After the 


completion of the Mishna Concordance, the Talmud and Midrash section is 
to follow. When this is achieved, a work of utmost importance will be at 
the disposal of students in the vast field of the Talmud. It will 
enable them to fiad all passages, as far as possible complete and 
classified, on every subject dealt with in this Minute Book of 
our Great Teachers. For, indeed, the Talmud, as many of your 
readers know, is not a code in which the Laws of our religion 
are simply enumerated, nor is it a book of History, telling us in a 
coherent narrative the story of Israelafter the destruction of the temple, 
neither a code of the morals and ethics which are embodied in the religion 
of our fathers—and still it is all this at one and the same time. The great 
academies of learning that sprang up already before the destruction of 
the second Temple, like the Schools of Hillel and Shammai, and still 
more after the downfall of Jerusalem in the year 70 C.&. in Jabneh, 
Ushah, Sura, and Pumbedita, became the centre of the whole 
spiritual and social life of the Jew. At these Academies the word 
of the Torah was expounded and applied to every phase of life; 
to business and family, to the religious life of the individual and 
the community alike. Out of the words of the Law, supplemented 
by oral tradition, were explained happenings of past and present days, 
was found the expression of joy in prosperity and lamentations and hope 
in adversity. Astronomy and hygiene, myths and legends, reward and 
punishment, prayers and sermons, all were dealt with at these Academies, 
and the most wonderful thing of all is that these deliberations of our 
Rabbis were preserved for us almost verbally. The Talmud is really 
nothing else but the minute-book of the conversations and disputes in 
the Academies of Learning covering a period of close upon eight hundred 
years ! 

This great work, having been a product of actual life, became a source 
of life to Judaism, out of which the Jew gained not only knowledge, but 
also power of resistance amidst the most cruel persecutions, hope in the 
unfailing justice of God and strength derived from this hope. That is 
the simple secret-of the Talmud and the origin of the deep reverence in 

. which it was held ever since its composition nearly 1,500 years ago. Since 
the inception of the so-called Science of Judaism by Zunz, many works of 
modern research were based on the Talmud by Jewish and non-Jewish 
scholars, the latter treating the subject not always with an unbiased 
mind. At present no serious scholar can think of dealing with either 
theological or even Biblical subjects without having to refer to the 
Talmad, the oldest interpretation we possess in these fields. This refers 
to Jewish as well as to non-Jewish scholars. Rabbi Kasovsky's 
Mishna and Talmud Concordance will not only help but greatly facilitate 
the use of the vast materia! stored in the Talmud; the student or writer 
will find a complete list of every subject under consideration, showing 
how many times and where it occurs, and not only subjects, but 
also names and expressions, are enumerated in alphabetical order 
according to the roots of the words. 

The publication of this great achievement has been made possible by 
the help given to the learned author by the Pekidim and Amarcalim for 
the Holy Law in Amsterdam, and its energetic Almoner, Rabbi J. 
Horowicz, of Jerusalem. The Society has not only borne the cost of print- 
ing, but has actually provided Rabbi Kasovsky with the means of exist- 
ence. The Rabbiisa very poor man, and his family, naturally, numerous, 
The work he has undertaken is sogreat and difficult that it is indeed too much 
for one man.

I nave to thank Mr. David 
Beriro, of London and Nice, for a generous donation of £10 10s., and the 
Rev. A. Cohen, M.A., of Birmingham—who has himself done valuable 
work in the field of the Talmud by his translation of Tractate Berakot— 
for his kind assistance as shown in the appended list. Rabbi Horowicz 
wishes me to express the thanks of the Publication Committee to His 
Excellency the High Commissioner, Sir Herbert Samuel, for his valuable 
assistance as Hon. President of the Committee. I appeal to all lovers of 
our sacred literature to assist in furthering the completion of the Concor- 
dance either by subscriptions or donations.

THE POSITION IN PALESTINE. 


STATEMENT AT THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


From our Parliamentary Correspondent. | 


WESTMINSTER, Tucsday. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, who was accompanied by Lady Samuel, faced a 
crowded meeting, convened by Lord Eustace Percy, of members of both 
Houses of Parliament this afternoon, and answered, without hesitation. a 
number of questions which were meant to be posers. The meeting was 
arranged by a number of M.P.’s of both sides, that is to say, for and 
against the Mandate and Zionism, and about hundred and fifty were 
present. The few Peers included the Duke of Northumberland and Lord 
Lamington. The gathering was thus in striking contrast to the meeting 
of a fortnight ago, which was addressed by the Arab Delegation, when 
only about a dozen persons attended. Pressmen were excluded to-day, 
bat the following are impressions gathered from those who were present. 

Lord Robert Cecil presided. Sir Hereert SAMUEL spoke for about 
nalf an hour, and he gave, on the whole, an encouraging report of his 
work. He is reported to have said that the situation in Palestine was 
very encouraging. The immigration was proceeding satisfactorily, and 
the new Jewish population, of whom he spoke very highly, were 
‘making good.” He denied that the immigrants were Bolshevists. 
The opinions of those inclined to the Left, he was understood 
to say, Were not as advanced as those of some of the Labour Party here. 
He was engaged in negotiations with the Jews and the Arabs, and hoped 
that a mutual understanding would be arrived at. Palestine was going 
to be a “ National Home” for the Jews. 

At the close of his address, Sir Herbert answered questions put 
mainly by Sir William Joynson Hicks, Sir John Butcher, K.C., and Lord 
tustace Percy. Some of the questions appeared to have been inspired 
by the Arabenvoys. They referred mainly to the Arab position, and 
suggested that natives were being despoiled of their land. On this point 
Sir Herbert was emphatic. Nothing of the kind was being done. He 
was asked how, in the name of self-determination, he could justify the 
immigration of Jews to the extent that they would ultimately become a 
majority, thus dispossessing the native Arab population. He said that if 
the self-determination argument were pushed to the extreme it would 
have prevented the colonisation of America and Australia, and contended 
that the Jewish settlement, by increasing the riches and economic 
resources of the country, would not be to the ultimate disadvantage of 

Arab commubity. 

reply to further questions, Sir Herbert denied that any Jews had 
been appointed Governors of districts in the country. He admitted that 
a concession for electrical supply over the whole territory had been given 
toa Mr. Kutenburg. He defended that course on the ground that without 
a concession embracing the whole territory it would not be possible to 
get the capital necessary for development. That was the real ground of 
the monopoly. .He was unable to say whether the machinery and 
material had been ordered in Germany. There were questions as to the 
cost, and here also Sir Herbert was able to remove misconceptions. 

There can be no doubt that Sir Herbert's address and manner of 
dealing with the hecklers created a most favourable impression. Members 
know Sir Herbert, and, admiring his transparent honesty, they were 
convinced by his assurances. His explanation of the whole position was 
considered masterly, and it has done much to remove doubts and suspicions 
deliberately implanted and fostered by the anti-Zionists in the minds of 
many members of Parliament. A few were evidently surprised that Sir 
Herbert answered so readily and with complete grasp of the subject. 
they bad obviously been informed that. certain questions were upanswer-. 
able. They came away with doubts as to the sincerity of the clique 
that has, for some time,been plying them with wild information. 

Mr. Asquith moved a vote of thanks to Sir Herbert, which was most 
heartily accorded. The meeting lasted nearly an hour and a half. | 
aw Sir Philip Magnus and Mr. A. M. Samuel leave together. If any 
ther Jewish members of Parliament were present they escaped my 
uotice. 

WEDNESDAY. 

The Arab delegation must have been considerably perturbed by what 
they read this morning. The energetic Secretaries, Mr. Shibly Jamal and 
\ir. Shammas, were busy “lobbying” to-day, evidently trying to counter 
ct the influence of Sir Herbert's statement and replies yesterday. There 
nas been a good deal of talk, in connection with last week's defeat of the 
Government, of the active “lobbying " by the teachers. The Arabs have 
taken to the system very keenly, and they have the assistance of English 
adies and gentiemen. Some of the latter, indeed, appear to be using 
‘he Arab delegation to further their own campaign of Jew- baiting. 

A Mizrachi Deputation. 

Yesterday a deputation from the Mizrachi, consisting of the Chief 
Rabbi, Rabbi J. L. Fischman (Eretz Yisrael), Messrs. M. Schiff 
and E. Zeitlyn (Vice-Presidents, Mizrachi Centre), accompanied by 
Mr. Lazarus Cohen (Secretary), was received by Sir Herbert Samuel, 
High Commissioner for Palestine. Our representative was not invited to 
the proceedings, which were private. We understand, however, that 

The Chief Rabbi, in introducing the deputation, gave expression to 


the deep satisfaction universally felt at the gratifying news of His 
Excellency’s complete recovery to health. 

Sit Herbert expressed pleasure in welcoming the representatives of 
the Mizrachi, which Organisation, he said, was doing very valuable work 
‘n Palestine and other countries. 

The purpose of the deputation concerned questions arising from the 
clauses dealing with Marriage and Divorce in the proposed Constitution 
for Palestine and the organisation of the Rabbinate there. 


' League of Nations terminated on Wednesday last. 


His Excellency, in discussing these matters, we are assured, explained 
his view, which was in complete sympathy with the Mizrachi's out!ook on 
both points, and promised to give the matter his earnest consideration.

The EARL OF CRAWPORD, in reply, said he could not guarantee that 
the political complexion of the Legislative Council would correspond 
with its religious complexion. The details of the electoral law were still 


under consideration, and a further statement on the subject could not be 
made at present 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS AND THE MANDATE. 


Mr. OrnmMsey Gore (C.U., Stafford) asked the Prime Minister whether 
the present Session of the Council of the League of Nations is now con. 
cluded, and, if not, when it will be concluded; whether any decision has 
been come to by the Council regarding any of the "A" or “B” Mandates ; 
what subjects on the agenda of the present council hav») been adjourned 
till the next meeting ; and when that will take place. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN replied: The recent session of the Council of the 
Mandates were 
not discussed. The draft Palestine Mandate was considered, but its 
terms were not finally approved. An Extraordinary Meeting of the 
Council is to be held not later than the |5th July next, to consider both 
the “A” and *B’' Mandates. All the remaining questions on the 
agenda came under discussion, but in some cases, namely, the questions 
of minorities in Albania and Latvia, final decisions were postponed toa 
later session. 

Mk. ORMsBY GOR® asked the Prime Minister whether the American 
replies to the British Note of the 22nd December regarding the ‘‘A'’ and 
Mandates might now be 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN replied. There has been further correspondence 
with the Government of the U nited States regarding mandates, since the 
receipt of the American replies in question. These replies could not be 
published without the consent of the Government of the (nited States, 
and I do not think that such consent should be sought until the corre- 
spondence has been c »mpleted. 

Mr. OP MESBY GORE asked further: Are we to understand the corre 
pondence is still going on, and that further communications will be made’ 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN : So I understand. 


THE VATICAN AND ZIONISM.. 


Mr. L'EsTRANGE. MALONE (Lab., Leyton, E.) asked the Colonial 
Secretary, on Tuesday, what was the attitude adopted by the Vatican 
towards the Government's policy in Palestine, and whether an envoy 
from the Vatican would shortly arrive in London charged with a special 
mission to the Government on this matter. 

Mr. HARMSWORTH : The Vatican are apprehensive as to the adequate 
protection in Palestine of the rights of Catholic and other Christian con 
fessions, and are distrustful of the Zionist position. 

Mr. MALONE: Io view of the presence in this country of the High 
Commissioner and also an envoy from the Vatican, will he call them 
together to try to come to a decision 

Mr. CHURCHILL: Lam not prepared to make any statement at the 
present moment. I have seen this gentieman on several occasions, and 
have been in touch with the High Commissioner, but the maia settlement 
in this matter must take place in l’alestine on the spot. 

Mr. MALONE was understood to ask whether it did not do a great deal 
of harm to allow people, rightly or wrongly, to disseminate their 
propaganda. 

Mr. CHURCHILL: My hon. friend is in a position to give rather than 
to receive information on this matter. 

Mr. MALONE further asked if the Colonial Secretary had seen the very 
offensive statement of a Roman Catholic prelate concerning His Excellency 
the Governor anti Administrator of Palestine, and whether he would take 
steps to contradict those allegations. Mr. Churchill undertook to enquire 
into the matter. 

Mr. MALONE also asked the Colonial Secretary whether be had had 
an opportunity of conferring with the Moslem-Christian Arab delegation 
at present visiting England, whether the delegation had fully 
represented to him their attitude towards the government of Palestine , 
aud whether, in view of the importance of the questions at issue, he 
would make a statement to the House, or issue a report, regarding his 
conference with this delegation. 

Mr. CHURCHILL: The reply to the first and second parts ci the 
question is in theaffirmative. With regard to the third part | aw not in 
a position at present to make any statement. 


Dr. Weizmann’s Visit to Leeds. 


Dr. Weizmann will arrive in Leeds next Sunday. He will be met at 
the Central Station at half-past four by the representative of the Lod 
Mayor and other civic dignitaries. A reception at the Victory Hotel 
will follow. when Dr. Weizmann will be welcomed by representatives of 
the Jewish Community.

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Five hundred Zionist Leaders, representing every section of Greater 
New York, met immediately at the Headquarters of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America, 55, Fifth Avenue, to participate in an impromptu 
celebration. Among those who spoke were Messrs. Nahum Sokolow, 
Louis Lipsky, Peter J. Schweitzer, and Morris Rothenberg, Chairman of 
the meeting. 


Mr. Lipsky declared that the Senate’s action was a signal for Jews. 


thronghout America to unite in a concerted effort for the Palestine 
Foundation Fund which will put into reality the sentiments expressed 
by the Senate's resolution. he Staff of the Zionist Organisation and 
friends announced at the meeting that they were inscribing the names 
of Mr. Louis Lipsky and Mr. Abraham Goldberg in the Golden Book of the 
Jewish National Fund in recognition of their services in connection with 
the Palestine Resolution. 

Mr. Samuel Untermyer, Honorary Chairman of the Palestine 
Foundation Fund Campaign, in expressing satisfaction at the passage of 
the resolution said : 

We are gratified and grateful not only for the action taken, but for the 
generous, princely way in which it was done. I| take it that the favourable 


report of the resolution to the House on the l(th instant, its prompt passage 


there and its approval by the President, are now a foregone conclusion. It will 
greatly hearten and simplify the work of the leaders on the other side in 
securing from the Allies the reconfirmation of the Balfour Declaration, and 
thus clear the way for the carrying out of our great constructive plans in 
Palestine. 

That the action of the Senate will insure the final ratification of the 
British Mandate for Palestine, was the opinion expressed by Mr. Nahum 
Sokolow, President of the World Zionist Executive. “This expression 
of"sympathy with the Zionist cause by a great legislative body like the 
Senate,” he said, “ will undoubtedly have a tremendous effect upon the 
whole civilised world. President Harding hag previously given us his 
assurance of sympathy to Jewish aspirations in Palestine, and conse- 
quently the final adoption of this joint resolution by the House and the 
signature of the President is a foregone conclusion.” 

Mr. Nathan Straus, who was highly pleased with the action of the 
Senate, said: 

The passing of the Lodge resolution fills me with pride and satisfaction. 


Our Government’s official recognition of Zionist aims will bring new hope 
end new courage to our coreligionists in the Fastern countries. Senator Lodge 
deserves our everlasting thanks for the noble stand he has taken toward

American- Jewish Congress.

The American-Jewish Congress met here on Sanday and Monday. 
Two hundred delegates of the American-Jewish Committee and the 
Labour element were absent. Mr. Samuel Untermyer was appointed 
temporary Chairman and Rabbi Stephen Wise permanent Chairman. 
Mr. N. Sokolow appealed for the support of the Committee of Jewish 
lelegations in securing the recognition of the Keren Hayesod. The 
Assembly constitutes itself the: permanent American-Jewish Congress. 
it will meet annually, and elect delegates for a two years’ term. 

Resolutions were adopted, warning Lithuania of its violation of the 
minority agreement, protesting against the religious persecution of the 
Jewish communities in Soviet Kussia, resolving to co-operate in the 
calling of a Jewish World Conference, and pledging the support of 
American Jews forthe Keren Hayesod and other Jewish public enterprises 
in Palestine. A Committee of nine was appointed with the object of 
bringing peace to the conflicting elements in Zionism. Mr. Nathan 
— was elected President, and Rabbi Stephen Wise Chairman of the 

xecutive. 


Lord Apsley on Jewish Immigration. 

Lord Apsley, son of Lady Bathurst, who is the owner of the Morning 
Post, is at present in Jerusalem on a visit to Palestine. He was inter- 
viewed by the Editor of the Murat El Sherk, and the following account 
of the interview was published in that paper in its issue of May 6th: 

What is your opinion of the Balfour Declaration ? 

“The Balfour Declaration is a promise given by the British Govern- 
ment to the Jewish nation, under the influence of certain factors. It is 
in vain for you to ask the Government to revoke this promise, for the 
British Government cannot revoke such a promise without injury to its 
foreign policy. The inhabitants should only demand that the Govern- 
ment carry out this promise with justice and wisdom, so as not to injure 
the political standard of the Government or the rights and interests of 
the inhabitants.” 

What is your opinion of Zionist Immigration ? | 

“In my opinion the only cause for this immigration is sentimental. 
The Jew reckons that he may find in Palestine a means of livelihood and 
that he will enjoy a prosperous and happy life. But after living in the 
country for some time he will be convinced that what he hoped for in 
Palestine is but a dream which lacks even an atom of truth. I do not 


see that there is anything to prevent the participation of Arabs with the ° 


Jews in the work for the ccvival and upbnilding of Palestine, providing 
that the number of Jews does not exceed that of the Arabs, and that there 
is no administrative predominance in their hands or under their influence. 
Do not forget that in every country the Jews have entered, they have 
been factors in its prosperity and revival. And Palestine is one of these 
countries which needs development in all branches of life. The Arab 
inhabitants of the country have to set to work themselves and to take 
interest in the upbuilding of the country with Jewish capital. The Jew 
mever settles in a country if he derives no benefit from it: if he experiences 
loss, he leaves the country and emigrates elsewhere.

_ The Population of Palestine. 
By LEONARD STEIN, B.A. 


The results of the Census taken in Palestine on January Ist 
1922, have just been published. ‘Telegraphic summaries only are at 
present available, and the fall returns have not yet reached London. 
It should be added that. in the summaries to hand, there are 
slight discrepancies between the totals for all Palestine and the sum of 
the figures given for the various Districts. The discrepancies, however, 
are slight and are of no materia) importance. For the sake of convenience, 
the figures used below are in all cases those arrived at by adding together 
the returns by Districts. : 

The Census shows the total population as 761,669, made up of 
585,271 Moslems, 8&.012 Christians, 81,1753 Jews, and 7,215 others. The 
last Census was taken on March ‘Ist, 1919, and the figures, which are 
described as approximate, are given in the linancial Statement of the 
Occupied Enemy Jerrritory Administration for 1919-1920. A comparison 
of the two sets of figures yields the following somewhat remarkable 
results : 


March 3lst, January Ist, Increase

These two sets of figures are obviously irreconcilable. The enormous 
apparent increase in the population—!15,419 in less than three years —is 
not accounted for by immigration. Only a small fraction of it is credited 
to Jews, and the numer of non-Jewish immigrants has been insignificant. 
On the other band, it is clearly impossible that the natural increase of 
the Moslem and Christian communities should have been such as to add 
to their numbers to the extent of thirteen per cent. and forty per cent. 
respectively. The birth-rate which even the lower percentage would 
imply has only to be imagired to be dismissed as out of the«uestion. As 
for the population as a whole, at the rate of growth attributed to it, it 


would be well on the way to the remarkable feat of doubling itself in’ 


about fifteen years. 


The Jewish figures are also surprising. Official returns shows that 


from the British Occupation to June, 192) the number of Jewish 


immigrants entering Palestine was 15,079 and that a further 4,784 entered 


between July and December, making a total of 19,685 up to the end of 
1921. Against this there has doubtless been a small amonnt 
of Jewish emigration. But when emigration has been more than 
generously allowed for, the nett immigration cannot conceivably be less 
than the 15,475 given as the total increase of the Jewish population. It 
would appear to follow that, while the natura! increase of the Moslems has 
been extremely large and that of the Ch-istians quite abnormal, the 
natural increase of the Jews has been nlj. ‘l'aking it at the same rate as 
that of the Moslems, it ought to have amounted to over 8,000. Evenona 
more probable computation, it must have beenappreciable. Ifthe figures 
be tiken as they stand, they aro at all events a curious commentary on 
the complaint that Palestine is being flooded by a “ tide of immigration.” 

It is, however, apparent that the Ogures cannot be taken as they 
stand. Either the returns of March 31st, 1919, or those just issued, are 
clearly unreliable. The statistics now available are so confusing that it 
is to be hoped that the Government of Palestine will proceed in due 
course to clear up the discrepancies. It is obvious that the two sets of 
figures now in the handof the public cannot live together, and that one or 
the other must be dismissed. The fact of the matter would seem tg be 
that the statistical data available, and the machinery for collating it, are 
not such as to enable accurate returns to be produced. These difficulties 
are intelligible enough, and the Government is not responsible for them. 
If this be the case, however, it would seem desirable to make it clear 
that the returns now published are not, properly speaking, the result of 
aceneus as the term is understood in this country.

the Ukrainian Jews, and the Kovno Yeshibah. An appeal wae subsequently 
asned to the members and realised £120. The Needlework Guild bas continued 
‘is activities with the assistance of some of the younger members of the con 


gregation, who attended regularly. Owing tothe exceptional distress caused by 
unemployment nearly 300 pairs of boots were given away, a larger number than 
in any previous year. The balance sheet shows that the income from seat 
rentals has been well maintained; but there has been a considerable falling off 
in offerings and marriage fees. ©n the whole the past financial year bas been 
very satisfactory. The future is, however, a source of anxiety tothe Committee 
owing to the high level of expenditure which now is further increased by the 
vension to the Rev. H. Levin. An unexpected item of expenditure has been 
incurred at Crampsall Cemetery in the rebuilding of a portion of the outer wall. 
This bad to be done at the request of the Manchester Corporation, and cost £74. 
The Committee place on record their deep sense of the loss sustained in the 
leath of Mr. Philip Hart, who filled the post of President, as well as other offices, 
and was an active worker of the congregation.

Professor M. A. Canney, M.A., who presided, said that the meeting had 
been arranged under the auspices of the Jewish Students’ Association, 
the | gyptianm‘and Oriental Society, and the Society for Hebraic Studies. 
He clerished the hope that the new conditions in Palestine would give 
new life to Judaism and various benefits to the world at large. In speaking 
of the excavations made at Tiberias, Dr. Slousch said that that city, the 
second capital of Palestine, was the centre of Jewish civilisation and 
Jewish culture. From various objects that were found, he had reason to 
believe that an ancient synagogue was discovered, the remains including 
several marble columns, an Ark, a Menorah and a Shofar. They also 
discovered some tombs upon which were Hebrew and Greek inscriptions, 
evidently the remains of a cemetery,'of the sixth century. Thanks were 
accorded to the lecturer, on the motion of Professor Dickie, seconded by 
Mr. D. B. Stanhill, and supported by Professor Farbridge, M.A. Prior to 
the meeting, a reception was given by the Jewish Students’ Society to Dr. 
Slousch. Among those present were the Vice-Chancellor (Sir Henry 
Miers), Prof. Canney, and Prof. and Mrs. Dickie. 

Mr. D. B. Stanbill, B.Sc., presided at the annual meeting of the 
University Jewish Students’ Society. He said the past session had 
been an extraordinary one because of the important part the Society had 
played in University, communal, and educational work.

JEWISH CONVALESCENT HOME OPENED. 


The opening and consecration ceremony of the Jewish Convalescent 
Home at Slamanan was performed last Sunday. About five hundred 
people, matnly from the Glasgow and Edinburgh Jewish communities, 
were present. A silver-gilt key, the gift of Mr. Joseph Jacobson, was 
presented by Mr. J. Fox, the Chairman, to Mr. Maurice Bloch, J.P. In 
declaring the Home open, Mr. Bloch said that great credit was due to the 
Glasgow Jewish community and to Mr. Fox, for having brought the 
acheme for a Jewish Convaiescent Home in Scotland to fruition. 
In those beautiful and restful surroundings there was a inessage 
of deep and practical sympathy; there was healing and nurture 
in the warm and friendly feeling that the whole atmosphere conveyed. 
in conclusion, he said: “In the name of the Almighty I declare this 
house of convalescence open. May it worthily fulfll the traditions of the 
Jewish community of Scotland, and bring comfort and complete restora- 
tion of health to all those who may onter its walls. Various Psalms were 
recited by the Kev. E. P. Phillips. 

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches delivered an address. He said that it was 
the first time in the history of the Jews of Scotland that they had met 
on common ground, ground hallowed by the united effort. the common 
sacrifice, the universal enthusiasm, of the Jewish residents of the cities 
and burghs of that great and beautiful country. Their hearts were full 
of joy at the realisation of an ideal which was in accord with the 
sublime teachings of their faith and the noble traditions of their race. 
In consecrating that Home to the service of their brethren and sistera 
who were in need of rest and reciperation, who had suffered tnjary 
in the battle of life, who had no other means of repairing the 
damage dove and of refitting themselves for their daily work and 
their daily struggle, they had fulfilled one of the greatest and noblest 
precepts of the Torah. Sach an institution seemed ncver to have been 
more necessary, never more essential than it was at the present time. 
They knew that many of their brothers and sisters required a home for 
rest and recuperation after an illness or a breakdown: no other place 
could provide the necessary facilitiesand the necessary atmosphere than 
an orthodox Jewish Home, a home in which Jewish life cou!d be lived in 
accordance with traditional laws, custome, and practices, and where no 
Jew need feel ashamed of the things which made him appear 4ifferent 
from his neighbour. That was why the opening of that Convalescent 
Home was such an excelient deed and an occasion for real rejoicing. If 
all who were assem bied on that occasion would realise their duty towards 
that institution, there need be no fear as to its future. Oncos opened, 
they were confident that all who passed through the Home to seek health 
within the shadow of its walls, or in the sunshine of its grounds, would 
leave it strengthened in body and mind, re-filled with faith and hope, and 
would have cause to bless the Institution and all who helped to maintain 
it. They trusted that their Gentile neighbours of the village and the 
county, who had treated them with so much sympathy and considera. 

yn, would remain friends of the Home, and would find inita valuable 

) isition, @ welcome addition tothe philanthropic organisatious of the 
county, 80 that peace and goodwill, harmony and brotherhood, might 
prevail,

A very 
irge proportion of the Jews of Glasgow are of British nationality, many of 
‘tem having been born, reared and educated on the shores of the Clyde. Dr. 
\atches conclades “It isaremarkable report that the Jewish Mission Committee 
-about to submit to the Assembly of the United Free Church of Scotland. 
Will the Assembly adopt the report’ [tis sincerely to be hoped that it will 
refuse to endorse statements which are so utterly unreliable, and wii! hesitate 
justify conclusions which are so obviously fallacious.”

Intelligence Tests. 


Handicap to Yiddish-Speaking Children. 


From Mr. SAMUEL H. DAINOW. B.A. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—In introducing Professor Karl Pearson to the audi 
issembled to bear the lecture on “The Alien Jewish Obild,” Dr. 
Vyers said that “it would not be on the ¢core of statistics. but only in the 
.oterpretation that might be put on them,” that we might disagree. The 
rollowing will, | think, show that Professor Pearson's statistics of intelli 
-enee tests may be of considerably less valve than he bimself attributes 
to them. 

The April number of the Journal! of Educational Ps ychology, published 
in Baltimore, contains an article oo “Intelligences Tests of l’‘oreign 
Children.” The investigators are Rudolph Pintwer and Roth Keller 

Teachers’ College, Columbia Univortity). “The children of the kinder. 
varten and of the Orst and sccond grades of three schools in Youngstown, 
Ohio, were Classified according to mental age ia 1919 and 1920. A large 
percentage of the children were of foreign parentage and heard only a 
foreign language in their homes.” The object of tho investigation “ was 
to discover the influence of tho language handicap upon tho Binet Tést.” 
The investigatore, in true scientific spirit, state that ‘though they publish 
the results of the investigation “the number of cases was not sufficient 
to make the results very significant.” 

Seventy-nine Jewish children were tested, and the average intelligence 
quotient for all was 95. The average of the Slavish, Polish, Russian, 
Lithuanian, was 85,55, 89 and 87, respoctively. The importance of the 
present controversy liesin the conclusions. “Itis obvious,” therefore, state 
the American investigators, “that tho foreign child rates decidedly lower 
on the Binet soalc, whether because of actual lower intelligence, or 
because of a language handicap.” Their final conclusion is the following : 
“From these results, we may conciude that children who hear a forcign 
language at home, test lower, as aiule, when given tho revision of the 
Binet Test, than when given tests which require a miaimum knowledge 
of English. And that when classified according to mental age, those 

hildren who hear a foreiqn ‘anquage in their homes may suffer a serious 
haridicap when teated only by the revistons Of the Binet Trst.” Now, “the 
vocabulary,” says Professor L. M. Terman, in “The Measurement of 
Intelligence,” p. 250, “has a far higher value than any other single test 
of the scale. Used with children of English-speaking parents (wi// 
children whose home lingua eis not English, it ts, of course, unreliable , 
it probably has a bigher value than any three other tests in the scale. 
Our statistics show that in a large majority of cases the vocabulary test 
alone will give us an intelligence quotient within ten per cent of that 
given by the entire scale.” 

Professor Pearson's statistics showed that only one-third of the 
fathers and one-fourth of the mothers had an adequate knowledge of 
Logiish. It is obvious, therefore, that in the majority of cases the 
\ldren heard and spoke another language in the home. If Professor 
‘croanone of the pioneers and one of the greatest authorities on 
the > t—isa right about the unreliability of the tests “with children 
whose home language is not English,” what is the value of Professor 
Pearson's statistics’ Again, Professor Pearson stated that “he could 
find no relation between the home conditions and intelligence.” This is 
contrary to the view of Professor Edouard Claparede, Professor of 
Psychulogy at the University of Geneva and the Director of the [nstitut 
Jean Jacques Rousseau at Geneva, who was recently invited by the 
University of London to deliver three lectures in French. His subject 
was L’intelligence et la volonté,” and on May Ist last, in a lecture which 
was devoted entirely to the subje.t of “ Intelligence and the Larguago of 
the Child,” Professor Claparede gave statistics of vocabulary to show that 
the child's vocabulary was higher when it belonged toa “ milieu aise” 
comfortable home), and considerally lower in the case of the child from 
the “milieu populaire.” It is interesting to tind that there is a difference 
of opinion among experts.

st December last—disclosed a surplus of £1,427 (after bringiog into 
.ccount £1,772 interest earned on Life Deposit), of which they transferred 
-|,000 to the Profit and Loss Account, and had left the balance (£427) to 
(‘ne credit of the Life Assurance Fund, which was £5,150, excluding the 
‘cposit of £20,000 with the High Court. In the Fire Department the 
premiums were £53,925, which sum was less than in 1920 by £7,591. 
‘ Bfortunately the losses at £39,749 (75°7 per cent.) were greater by £5,776. 
“he total expenses at £15,163 were moderate (53°68 per cent.), and after 
redit was given for interest £1,630, and £3,760 set free from the reserve 
‘und in consequence of the reduction of the premium income, there was a 
profit on the account of £1,453. Inthe Accident Department the premiums 
were £7,683, and the claims £3,127 (40°7 per cent.), Commission and 
Uxpenses of Management £3,073 (40 per cent.). On the credit side also 
they had a charge of £700 Bad Debts, and they increased the Reserve 
for unexpired risks by £1,130. ‘The interest on their deposit with the 
High Court for licence to transact Workmen's Compensation 
enabled them to carry to the Profit and Loss Account £1,492. 
In the Marine Department the premiums less Agency Charges were 
£16,693, and the Fund which at the beginning of the year was £9,647 was 
at the end £10,062. There was a smal! profitin the Marine Account for the 
year 1920. They had at that date asmal! established business, with standard 
but not excessive reserves, and a balance-sheet absolutely clean. 
As opportunity arose, they ought to establish additional reserves. 

The annual report and accounts of the Guardian Eastern Insurance 
Company show that although at the end of 1921 there was a debit balance in the 
profit and loss account of £19,322, the amount of the appreciation in the Com 
pauy's Stock Exchange Investments (consisting entirely of British Government 
Securities) is now more than sufficient to make good any impairment in the 
capital. Since there was a debit balance of £29,505 at the end of 1920, the 
second year’s working has resulted in a profit of just over £10,000. The total 
‘ncome from premiums was £80,076, and from interest £5,320; the total funds

The Central Benevolent Fund 
had only recently boon opened. He appealed to delegates from Man 
chester Lodges to reconsider the Convalescent Home question, and 
reminded them that in other Orders support from Manchester was being 
received. [In conclusion, he urged the delegates to take a greater interest 
in the affairs of the Order. 

The report of the year's work states that the membership is almost 
stationary, but that two features marked the work of the year, viz., the 
re-introduction of Ladies’ Lodges and the adoption of a new kind of 
benefit, maintenance of hospital patients, both on the voluntary and State 
sides.

Then 
comes Mr. A. S. Hyman, Warden of St. Petersburgh Viace Synagogue, who 
collected £152 163., and, thirdly, the veteran, Mr. C. Mocatta, cf the 
Portuguese Synagogue, whose list amounts to £102 [5s 631, ‘The remain: 
ing fifty-nine members of the Board collected between them the magni 
ficent sum of £130 43. 52.' How different the result would have been if 
these fifty-nine members had put their shoulder to the whee!, and worked 
for the Board as Mr. Harcis and Messrs. Hyman and Mocatta have done, 
At present the Board seems to be a one-man sbow, and so long as this 
state of things obtains it cannot be expected to flourish.

The seventh annual report of the St. Dunstan's H 


ostel and After-Care 
Organisation pays @ tribute to the work of the late Sir Arthur Pearson. It 
goes on to Say : 


During the period covered by this report the 
training in our workshopsand classrooms. 306 men were set up in business 
and there are now 120 men in training who, with possible newcomers. will 
bave to be similarly treated during the next year or eighteen movths. In 
the last twelve months £5,991 was paid out to blinded soldiers in connection 
with iliness, accidents, medical fees, etc., and special payments to meet peculiar 
business difficulties, many arising from the depressed state of trade, totalled

Cheque Recovery Suit. 


JUDGE ON. “SHOCKING PERJURY.” 

“I regret to say I have never heard more shocking perjury than has 
been committed in this case on one side or the other.” said Mr. Justice 
Lush during the hearing last Monday of a case in which Mr. Alec Shinman, 
of Ladbroke Koad, Notting Hill Gate, sued Mr. Isa Hyams, of Blandford 
Houses, Francis Street, for the return, under the recent decisions, of £130 
said to have been paid by cheques to the defendant for bets lost. Mr. Merlin. 
for plaintiff, said that during the war Mr. Shinman became contractor for 
military uniforms and employed five hundred people. He made between 
£5,000 and £10,000, all of which had gone in betting except £1,000 
subscribed to the Russian Lelief Fund. Hyams introduced him to a 
sort of club at Imperial Mansions, Charing Cross Road. Most of the 
people who went there were commission agents and “ bookies. ” 

Mr. Shinman said that he backed three horses for Newmarket with 
the defendant, and lost £160. He entered the names of the horses in his 
notebook in Hebrew. 

The Judge: The issue isa short one, but a serious one. Plaintiff 
swears he paid two cheques to Hyams, and Hyams paid them into his 
account and cashed them. Defendant will swear either he never bad the 
cheques or never made bets with plaintilf. 

Defendant said the money was not for bets. He simply cashed 
cheques to oblige plaintiff at gambling places, so that plaintiff could pay 
his gambling losses at once. After evidence corroborating defendant's 
statement had been heard, Plaintiff was recalled, and admitted that he 
was tined £50 in 1920, for keeping a gaming-house.

Young White Slave Trafficker. 
“A DESPICABLE RUFFIAN.” 

“You are a despicable ruffian,” said Sir Chartres Biron, the Bow 
“treet magistrate, last Saturday, when sentencing Emanuel Reubens, 
4 twenty year old cabinet maker, of Essex Road, Islington, charged 
with living on the earnings of his wife, who was also twenty. 

\ afortunately,” went on the magistrate, “I can only give you six 
months’ hard labour, but I can rid this country of your presence by 
recommending you for deportation to Kussia.” On hearing the sentence 
the wife collapsed. Mr. Jobu Langston, the girl's father, said she was 
iuarried to Reubens secretly two years ago. Reubens did nothing for a 
‘iving. He had watched his daughter at night in Piccadilly and 
»haftesbury Avenue to find out the kind of life she was living. He had 
been several times to complain to the police about this matter, and the 
reply be received was that no action could be taken unless the wife 
would prosecute. His daughter was a respectable girl before her 
marriage. 

The young wife declared in the witmess-box that she had never told 
her husband how she was earning money. : 

Reubens admitted that he had done no regular work for twelve 
‘nonths, but said that his mother had bheiped him, and that he sometimes 
carned money by his wits. 

After the case had concluded Sir Chartres Biron stated that the Act 
of Parliament passed expressly to deal with such cases provided that 
where a man was proved to be living with or habitually in the company 


ofa woman of a certain class he should be deemed to be knowingly living 
on her earnings.
